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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


During  1965  Town  Road  Aid  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$9,176.25  were  expended  on  Peaslee  Road  approximately  one- 
half  of  which  has  been  surfaced,  treated,  and  it  is  proposed 
that  the  1966  funds  be  used  in  completion  of  this  three-year 
project. 

Merrimack's  new  post  office  was  dedicated  on  September 
12,  1965  which  is  a  new  addition  to  Merrimck's  growing 
group  of  municipal  buildings.  The  Post  Office  building  itself 
is  privately  owned  and  subject  to  taxes. 

During  1965  178  single  dwelling  permits  were  issued  and 
the  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  these  permits  was  in 
excess  of  two  million  dollars.  In  addition,  there  were  indus- 
trial, commercial,  and  alteration  permits  issued  estimated 
cost  of  which  v/as  fifty-five  thousand  dollars.  The  total  num- 
ber of  permits  issued  in  1965  was  almost  double  those  issued 
in  1964. 

In  May,  1965  the  Selectmen  appointed  Edwin  S.  Johnston 
as  Building  Inspector  who  has  been  functioning  in  this  cap- 
acity most  effectively. 

Harry  Watkins,  a  former  long-time  resident  and  member 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Merrimack  left  to  the  Town  two 
tracts  of  forest  land  which  are  to  be  known  as  the  "Watkins 
Forests",  and  in  addition  left  a  substantial  amount  of  personal 
estate  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  elementary  school  grades. 

The  Selectmen,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  last 
Town  Meeting,  authorized  the  purchase  of  a  new  pumper  for 
the  Fire  Department.  This  new  equipment  has  arrived  and 
been  accepted,  and  adds  one  more  modern,  efficient,  piece  of 
equipment  to  our  Fire  Department. 

The  Planning  Board,  which  was  authorized  in  1964,  has 
been  meeting  periodically  and  has  secured  the  services  of  a 
planning  organization  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  1965 
Annual  Meeting.  The  results  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
preliminary  work  will  take  form  during  the  ensuing  year. 
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Further  study  of  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
problem  has  been  undertaken  by  the  special  Sewer  Commit- 
tee and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Officer  Daniel  Rafferty  resigned  as  a  police  officer  from 
the  Police  Department  on  January  30,  1966  to  return  to  pri- 
vate business.  The  Police  Department  in  Officer  Rafferty's 
resignation,  has  lost  a  competent,  capable,  individual  who  has 
contributed  to  the  development  and  operation  of  Merrimack's 
full-time  Police  Department.  With  his  leaving  and  going  back 
to  private  business  the  Selectmen,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of 
Merrimack,  extend  their  appreciation  and  best  wishes  for  his 
future  success. 

On  February  5,  1966  Frank  R.  Flanders  submitted  his 
resignation  as  Chief  of  Police  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  he 
proposes  to  enter  private  employment.  On  February  6,  1966 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  unanimously  appointed  John  Wilders 
as  Chief  of  Police  of  Merrimack  effective  February  28th.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Merrimack, 
wish  to  express  to  Chief  Flanders  their  sincere  appreciation 
for  his  untiring  efforts  in  establishing  Merrimack's  first  full- 
time  Police  Department,  and  extend  to  him  their  best  wishes 
for  his  success  in  his  new  endeavors.

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MERRIMACK  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  November  of  1965  we  formed  an  association  for  the 
members  of  the  Police  Department.  This  was  established  for 
the  purpose  of  helping  present  and  future  officers  who  may 
be  in  need,  and  also  to  purchase  equipment  for  our  men.  The 
new  winter  jackets  you  have  seen  for  the  past  few  weeks  were 
the  first  of  such  purchases.  To  initiate  this  association  the 
first  requirement  was  money,  and  so  a  dance  was  held  in  the 
high  school  auditorium  last  November.  Many  thanks  to  all 
those  who  participated  in  this  huge  success,  and  we  hope  to 
make  this  an  annual  affair  for  the  enjoyment  of  all. 

Our  town  is  still  growing  at  a  very  rapid  pace,  and  like 
other  departments,  it  shows  in  the  Police  complaint  list.  It 
has  been  my  duty  to  see  that  the  Police  Department  has 
grown  accordingly. 

To  those  of  you  who  may  not  remember,  I  was  first  elect- 
ed as  Police  Chief  in  1952.  This  was  a  part  time  position, 
which  I  held  until  1958  when  I  resigned  to  devote  all  of  my 
time  to  my  regular  employment.  In  1962  I  was  appointed  to 
fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  retiring  Chief  Joseph  Pynenburg 
—  still  on  a  part-time  basis,  but  in  March  of  1963  at  the  an- 
nual town  meeting  I  was  appointed  to  head  the  first  full  time 
Police  Department  in  the  history  of  Merrimack.  This  was  also 
the  year  of  acquiring  the  first  official  town  Police  cruiser. 

In  all  this  time  I  have  endeavored  to  build  this  depart- 
ment into  what  it  should  be  and  what  it  is  today.  However, 
since  it  is  difficult  to  keep  ahead  of  growth,  we  must  at  least 
keep  abreast  of  it.  My  thoughts  on  this  are  reflected  in  my 
request  for  one  additional  man  to  add  to  our  force. 

I  have  submitted  my  resignation  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, to  become  effective  on  February  28,  1966.  However,  my 
interest  in  this  department  is  evidenced  by  my  suggestion  to 
our  Selectmen  to  appoint  John  R.  Wilders  as  my  successor  to 
the  post  of  Chief  of  Police.  Mr.  Wilders  is  a  past  resident  of 
our  town,  and  knows  the  town  and  a  great  number  of  our 
people  very  well.  He  is  presently  a  member  of  the  Nashua 
Police  Department,  and  has  been  for  nearly  six  years.  He  is 
well  schooled  in  all  phases  of  police  work,  and  comes  to  us 
very  highly  recommended  by  Nashua  Police  Chief  Paul  Tracy. 
Jack  is  very  honest,  dedicated,  firm  and  fair,  and  has  my 
complete  confidence  in  his  ability  to  keep  this  department  one 
in  which  you  can  have  complete  faith  and  trust. 
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My  association  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  municipal 
court,  school,  and  various  other  departments  I  rate  as  tops. 
It  certainly  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  these  people,  as 
well  as  all  of  my  officers  who  have  done  such  fine  jobs  on  their 
special  duty. 

My  thanks  go  to  everyone  in  supporting  the  growth  of 
this  department,  and  I  am  confident  that  you  will  continue 
to  give  your  interest  and  support  to  our  needs  and  problems 
under  the  direction  of  our  new  Chief  John  R.  Wilders.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  thousands 
of  vacationists  that  visit  us  every  year  love  the  State  for  the 
variegated  woodlands  that  encircle  our  clean  lakes  and  clothe 
the  hills  and  mountains.  Most  of  us  appreciate  these  values, 
but  still  there  were  enough  careless  people  among  us  to  cause 
over  880  grass  and  woodland  fires  to  start  in  1965.  True  this 
was  a  much  dryer  than  normal  year  but  this  should  have 
meant  the  use  of  extra  care.  Fortunately  the  fire  fighting 
forces  have  held  the  line  against  such  careless  acts.  It  is 
up  to  each  one  of  us  to  be  ever  mindful  that  a  spark  or  flame 
is  a  potential  fire. 

WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFUL: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  in  lighting  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car 
or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town 
dump.  If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush; 

a.  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden. 

b.  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5: 00  P.M. 

c.  If  burning  a  field  or  brush,  have  equipment  and 
adequate  help  on  hand.  The  heat  from  your  fire 
creates  its  own  draft  to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and  Towns 
thousands  of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and  hundreds  of 
acres  of  destroyed  woodlands.  Yours  never  to  enjoy.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

The  year  1965  showed  few  persons  interested  in  the  local 
Civil  Defense  program. 

Meetings  were  scheduled  for  the  last  Friday  of  each 
month,  in  the  CD  Room  at  the  Town  Hall,  but  although  2 
came  to  the  first  meeting,  the  next  few  months  only  the 
Director  appeared;  meetings  were  finally  suspended. 

Two  emergency  State-wide  Alerts  were  held  during  the 
year  and  the  Merrimack  Forestry  and  CD  units  answered  their 
call,  immediately,  and  the  tests  were  acclaimed  excellent. 

The  "Baby  Tornado' '  which  knocked  out  power  in  the 
town  kept  police,  fire  and  the  CD  director  alerted,  with  an 
emergency  generator  used  at  the  fire  station,  and  firefighters 
standing  by,  and  another  emergency  battery  used  at  the  home 
of  the  director  so  that  radio  contact  was  available  throughout 
the  emergency. 

The  Civil  Defense  radio  purchased  several  years  ago,  is 
used  each  week,  except  during  the  summer,  at  7:  P.M.  Tues- 
days for  a  County  Net  Drill.  This  Net  meets  each  Tuesday 
night  at  7,  on  a  frequency  of  147.38  MC;  this  is  strictly  an 
Emergency  Net,  and  only  meets  on  regular  schedule  or  during 
an  emergency. 

It  is  possible,  with  the  purchase  of  another  radio  set,  to 
be  able  to  contact  either  Manchester  Police,  Civil  Defense  or 
Fire  departments  on  a  24-hour  basis,  as  well  as  local  police 
and  fire  departments.  It  is  hoped  the  town  will  authorize  the 
purchase  of  this  equipment  out  of  funds  previously  authorized 
and  not  used.  The  cost  of  the  radio  would  be  Three-hundred 
ninety-five  dollars  ($395.00),  half  of  which  would  be  paid 
by  Civil  Defense. 

A  fallout  room  has  not  been  located  for  Civil  Defense 
Communications,  as  yet,  and  until  one  is  found,  the  National 
Civil  Defense  Agency  will  not  provide  matching  funds  for 
police  or  fire  radios. 

Any  person  wishing  to  give  some  time  to  our  local  Civil 
Defense  program,  is  asked  to  please  contact  the  Director. 
There  is  much  work  to  be  done,  and  few  volunteers.  The 
help  of  both  men  and  women  is  needed  to  make  Merrimack 
Civil  Defense  successful.

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TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  FOR  1965 

The  Planning  Board  organized  in  the  spring  of  1965  with 
new  members  E.  J.  Haseltine,  representing  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  C.  W.  Farr.  It  was  voted  to  hold  regular  bi- 
monthly meetings  at  8  P.M.  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  every 
other  month,  beginning  in  July,  and  regular  meetings  were 
held  in  July,  September,  and  November.  In  addition  to  these 
meetings,  a  total  of  twelve  other  Board  meetings  were  held  in 
1965. 

The  Board's  work  in  1965  consisted  principally  of  taking 
steps  to  implement  the  vote  at  the  1965  Town  Meeting  auth- 
orizing the  Board  to  take  action  in  connection  with  a  compre- 
hensive planning  project  for  the  Town. 

In  July,  the  Board  held  an  open  meeting  to  which  all 
Town  officers,  boards,  and  committees  were  invited,  for  the 
purpose  of  informing  them  of  the  Board's  proposed  planning 
project  and  of  soliciting  their  comments  and  suggestions. 
After  interviewing  several  planning  consultants  in  Septem- 
ber and  October,  and  after  carefully  considering  their  qualifi- 
cations, the  Board  voted  in  November  to  request  the  firm  of 
Thomas  Associates,  Community  Planners,  of  Cochituate, 
Massachusetts,  to  submit  a  proposal  to  prepare  a  comprehen- 
sive master  plan  for  the  Town  of  Merrimack. 

Thomas  Associates  has  submitted  their  proposal  to  the 
Board  and  we  expect  that  final  arrangements  will  be  made 
early  in  1966  so  that  the  planning  project  can  be  started. 
During  the  course  of  the  project,  which  will  take  approx- 
imately one  year,  the  Board  will  be  asking  for  help  from  the 
townspeople  and  we  hope  that  the  officials  and  citizens  of  the 
Town  will  cooperate  with  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Plan- 
ning Consultant  to  insure  the  success  of  this  project.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWAGE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

February  4,  1966 

Favorable  action  by  our  townspeople  on  two  articles  in 
the  warrant  relative  to  further  study  of  the  town's  sewage 
needs  resulted  in  the  reappointment  of  the  Committee  to 
Study  Sewage.  The  five  members  continuing  on  this  com- 
mittee are:  Mrs.  Mary  Moriarty,  Franklin  Haseltine,  J.  Wilson 
French,  Bernard  Quinney,  and  John  Lyons  who  was  also  re- 
elected chairman. 

First  thought  of  the  committee  was  to  apply  for  a  loan 
of  $12,000  from  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency 
Community  Facilities  Administration,  as  authorized  by  vote 
of  the  town,  to  finance  an  expanded  preliminary  study  of  the 
town's  sewage  needs. 

Concurrently  the  committee  acting  together  with  the 
selectmen  decided  to  re-evaluate  the  services  available  from 
other  consulting  Engineering  firms  in  addition  to  the  one  who 
had  made  the  original  survey.  Accordingly  three  other  firms 
prominent  in  the  sanitary  engineering  field  were  queried. 
After  meeting  with  representatives  of  various  firms  a  decision 
was  made  to  rehire  the  firm  of  Anderson-Nichols  and  Com- 
pany, Inc. 

At  this  point  frustration  plagued  the  efforts  of  the  com- 
mittee for  a  number  of  weeks.  Finally  on  November  23,  1965, 
the  Town  was  notified  that  a  loan  of  $12,000  to  cover  addi- 
tional planning  had  been  granted.  The  Engineer  was  promptly 
directed  to  proceed  with  work  leading  to  preparation  of  a 
revised  and  expanded  preliminary  report. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  meeting  were  held  not  only 
for  the  purposes  above  mentioned,  but  also  to  establish  a 
clear  set  of  guidelines  by  which  to  direct  the  Engineer.  It 
was  hoped  that  by  so  directing  the  Study,  a  report  would  be 
obtained  which  would  clearly  indicate  future  action  for  the 
Town. 

The  Engineers  Report  was  submitted  in  preliminary  form 
for  review  on  February  2,  1966.  At  the  date  of  this  writing 
the  committee  has  not  had  time  to  evaluate  the  findings  in  the 
Report.  Therefore  no  specific  action  can  be  noted  herein. 
However  it  is  our  intent  that  an  open  public  meeting  will  be 
called  as  soon  as  the  committee  has  reviewed  the  Engineers 
findings  and  prior  to  the  March  Town  Meeting. 
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The  1965  Town  Meeting  also  authorized  proceeding  with 
preparation  of  final  planning  of  a  sewerage  system  as  soon 
as  the  proper  scope  of  such  planning  was  determined.  The 
committee  hopes  to  submit  recommendations  that  will  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Townspeople  at  the  March  1966  town  meeting.

This  board  replaced  a  temporary  board  that  had  been 
appointed  to  hear  specific  cases  earlier. 

To  date  the  Board  has  held  public  hearings  on  July  19, 
August  31,  and  November  3,  1965.  A  number  of  meetings  of 
the  Board  were  also  held  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of 
formulating  rules  of  procedure,  viewing  properties  involved 
in  variance  requests,  and  writing  decisions  relative  to  vari- 
ances. 

A  total  of  eleven  requests  for  variances  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  were  acted  upon  after  public 
hearing  of  their  merits  since  June  1965. 

The  Board  has  established  standard  forms  and  proced- 
ures for  application  for  variances  with  the  hope  that  these 
procedures  will  expedite  hearings  and  decisions  on  future 
requests  to  the  Board.

5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board

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REPORT  OF  THE  MERRIMACK  SCHOOL  BOARD 

The  1965-1966  school  year  has  seen  continued  growth 
in  our  enrollment  and  further  expansion  of  our  physical 
facilities  as  well  as  additions  to  the  teaching  staff. 

Planned  developments  of  residential  properties  indicate 
continued  and  rapid  growth  in  student  enrollment,  predom- 
inently  in  the  elementary  grades.  Therefore,  we  must  expect 
and  plan  for  further  expansion  of  our  physical  facilities  and 
educational  staff. 

Sixteen  additional  teachers  will  be  required  this  coming 
year,  necessitated  by  the  increased  number  of  classrooms  and 
the  expanded  curriculum. 

Once  again,  in  order  to  place  Merrimack  in  a  competi- 
tive recruiting  position,  we  have  been  forced  to  increase  the 
minimum  starting  salary.  This  increase,  of  course,  is  reflect- 
ed throughout  the  salary  schedule,  keeping  experienced 
teachers  on  a  level  above  the  minimum,  commensurate  with 
their  longevity  and  successful  completion  of  studies  for  ad- 
ditional credits. 

The  Merrimack  School  District  is,  once  again,  the  bene- 
ficiary of  a  most  generous  citizen.  The  late  Mr.  Harry  Wat- 
kins,  ever  mindful  of  the  need  and  privilege  of  education,  be- 
queathed to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  $234,260.58,  to 
establish  "The  Harry  Watkins  School  Fund".  The  income  on 
said  trust  fund  is  to  be  used,  at  least  annually,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  School  Districts  of  the  Town  of  Merrimack,  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  elementary  schools. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned,  Mr.  Watkins  be- 
queathed his  real  estate  to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  be 
forever  held  and  preserved  and  to  be  known  as  "The  Harry 
Watkins  Forests".  Any  proceeds  resulting  from  the  sale  of 
timber,  wood  or  gravel,  must  be  added  to  the  principal  of 
the  Harry  Watkins  School  Fund. 

The  staff  position  of  Business  Agent,  Supervisory  Union 
#27,  has  been  filled.  Mr.  James  Tierney  assumed  his  duties  in 
July  of  last  year.  During  this  brief  period  of  time,  Mr.  Tier- 
ney's  approach  and  attitude  toward  his  responsibilities  indi- 
cate that  we  may  expect  fruitful  rewards  through  efficient 
procurement  and  coordinated  requirements  of  the  five  dis- 
tricts within  the  Supervisory  Union. 
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The  recent  addition  of  two  members  completes  our  cus- 
todial staff  requirements. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation  to 
Superintendent  Leavitt,  and  his  staff,  for  their  cooperation, 
conscientious  efforts  and  accomplishments  during  this  school 
year. 

The  budget  requirements  shown  in  this  annual  report 
have  been  carefully  analyzed  and  studied  in  an  effort  to  keep 
all  expenditures  of  the  District  to  a  minimum,  and  yet  not 
restrict  to,  too  great  a  degree,  the  values  of  our  educational 
system. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  after  careful  evaluation,  the 
residents  of  Merrimack  will  vote  to  accept  our  budget  pro- 
posal as  presented.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  approval  of  a  bond  issue  at  the  last  Annual  School 
District  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new 
Merrimack  High  School  is  indicative  of  the  realistic  attitude 
that  the  citizens  of  Merrimack  have  for  the  educational  future 
of  their  children.  The  new  school,  being  built  by  David  W. 
Davison  of  Hooksett,  New  Hampshire,  is  expected  to  be  sub- 
stantially completed  by  February  15,  1966.  It  is  hoped  that 
classes  will  be  held  in  the  new  school  following  the  mid- 
winter vacation  in  February.  This  new  facility  will  afford 
the  opportunity  for  developing  a  comprehensive  secondary 
program  which  will  better  meet  the  needs  of  our  high  school 
graduates. 

However,  we  continue  to  be  confronted  with  school 
housing  problems.  Our  public  school  enrollment  increased  by 
233  pupils  from  September  1964  to  September  1965.  This 
demanded  approximately  nine  new  classrooms  at  the  elemen- 
tary level  which  were  not  available.  As  a  result,  we  are  faced 
with  classes  of  about  35  pupils  at  the  elementary  level.  When 
the  high  school  pupils  vacate  the  old  high  school  for  the  new 
one,  the  rooms  will  be  filled  by  these  added  elementary  pupils. 
However,  our  growth  continues  and  if  we  are  to  adequately 
house  our  growing  school  population  and  maintain  a  desire- 
able  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  from  25-30  to  1.  We  will  need  addi- 
tional elementary  classrooms  in  the  immediate  future.  This 
appears  to  be  our  first  and  foremost  problem. 

Merrimack  has  constanly  maintained  a  competitive  sal- 
ary schedule  which  has  provided  competent  teachers  to  serve 
our  classroom  needs.  We  are  pleased  to  note  the  following 
changes  in  our  instructional  staff: 

Mr.  Paul  C  Lashua  of  Caldwell,  N.  J.,  principal  grades 
1-8.  Mr.  Lashua  is  a  graduate  of  Montclair  College,  Masters 
Degree  from  Paters  on  College.  Mr.  Lashua  comes  to  Merri- 
mack with  sixteen  years  of  experience  in  the  administration 
field. 

Mrs.  Judith  Frain,  Manchester,  teaches  grade  2,  Mastri- 
cola  School.  Mrs.  Frain  is  a  graduate  of  Notre  Dame  College, 
1964. 

Miss  Mary  Hogan,  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  graduate  of 
Lowell  State  College  is  teaching  the  additional  grade  5. 
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Miss  Gail  Greenleaf ,  Merrimack,  graduate  of  Keene  State 
College,  teaching  an  additional  grade  two  at  Mastricola 
School. 

Miss  Virginia  Teague,  Newport,  N.  H.,  1965  graduate  of 
Keene  State  College,  teaching  grade  one. 

Miss  Irene  Filteau,  Lawrence,  Massachusetts,  graduate 
of  Lowell  State  College,  1965,  is  teaching  grade  four. 

Miss  Judith  Holmes,  Claremont,  is  teaching  Social 
Studies  at  the  high  school  level.  Miss  Holmes  graduated  from 
Keene  State  College,  1965.  B.  Ed. 

Mr.  Ronald  K.  Mellon,  Brookline,  graduate  Dartmouth 
College,  graduate  work  at  Boston  University,  appointed  to 
teach  English. 

Miss  Dorothy  French,  Hooksett,  graduate  University  of 
New  Hampshire,  is  teaching  French  and  also  has  charge  of 
the  Library  at  the  High  School. 

Mr.  Leo  F.  Garrahan,  Manchester,  St.  Anselm's  College, 
B.  Ed.;  Masters  Degree,  Boston  University;  will  teach  grade 
6.  Mr.  Garrahan  has  eight  years  of  teaching  and  administra- 
tive experience. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Zyla,  Manchester,  1965  graduate  of  Keene 
State  College,  teaches  grade  three  at  Mastricola  School. 

Mrs.  Virginia  Taylor,  Nashua,  returned  to  the  Mastricola 
School,  having  previously  taught  in  Merrimack,  will  teach 
grade  one.  Mrs.  Taylor  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  State  College. 

Mr.  Douglas  Hackett,  Newport,  graduate  of  Keene  State 
College,  1965,  teaches  grade  six. 

Next  year  will  find  school  keeping  in  Merrimack  without 
the  presence  of  two  familiar  faces.  Mrs.  Ruth  Hamblett,  our 
remedial  reading  teacher  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Boles,  a  grade  5 
teacher,  will  retire  in  June,  1966.  Mrs.  Hamblett  has  served 
the  children  of  Merrimack  for  the  past  eighteen  years  and 
Mrs.  Boles  for  twelve  years.  We  wish  them  good  health  and 
happiness  in  their  retirement. 

In  conclusion  I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  and  support  that  has 
been  extended  this  office  by  the  instructional  staff  and  school 
board.

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report  as  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  in  the  School  District  of  Merrimack,  New 
Hampshire. 

The  basis  for  today's  and  tomorrow's  needs  on  the 
elementary  and  junior  high  school  levels  is  clearly  the  neces- 
sity of  developing  a  total  school  program,  grades  1  through 
12,  consistent  in  both  scope  and  sequence.  An  historical 
concern  in  the  field  of  education  has  been  the  problem  of 
articulating  educational  programs  from  grade  1  through 
grade  12.  If  this  is  to  be  accomplished,  we  can  no  longer 
think  only  in  terms  of  the  necessity  of  maintaining  compre- 
hensive high  school  programs. 

Grades  9  through  12  will  soon  be  transferred  to  Merri- 
mack's new  high  school  facility  leaving  behind  a  school 
ideally  constructed  for  the  development  of  a  comprehensive 
middle  school  instructional  program.  To  some  extent,  how- 
ever, the  development  of  such  a  program  will  be  delayed. 
Unanticipated  growth  in  enrollment  will  make  necessary  the 
use  of  special  instructional  facilities  as  standard  classroom 
space. 

Included  among  the  facilities  soon  to  be  available  to 
children  of  grades  5  through  8  is  a  science  laboratory. 
This  facility  will  make  possible  a  science  program  which  will 
rank  as  one  of  the  finest  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for 
children  of  this  age  level.  This  program  is  already  planned 
and  ready  for  implementation.  It  is  a  program  of  teaching 
science  in  depth  and  one  which  will  allow  students  active 
participation  in  the  earning  process. 
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It  is  important  to  emphasize  that  the  school  library  of 
the  future  will  become  the  center  of  the  instructional  pro- 
gram. Library  facilities  will  now  become  available  to  Merri- 
mack's elementary  children.  This  represents  part  of  Merri- 
mack's committment  to  comprehensive  elementary  and  junior 
high  school  programs.  Modest  school  district  support  com- 
bined with  expenditure  of  federal  monies  under  Title  II  of  the 
Elemetary  and  Secondary  School  Act  of  1965  in  this  vital 
area  will  quickly  provide  Merrimack  elementary  students 
with  excellent  library  facilities. 

Guidance  services,  an  essential  component  of  a  well 
rounded  elementary  comprehensive  program,  has  been  intro- 
duced only  on  a  very  limited  basis  as  part  of  the  instructional 
program.  The  primary  function  of  an  elementary  guidance 
counselor  is  to  become  an  integral  part  of  the  instructional 
team.  As  such,  the  elementary  counselor  is  concerned  with 
the  early  identification  of  children's  abilities.  The  counselor 
and  classroom  teachers  work  hand  in  hand  in  the  identifi- 
cation of  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  individual  pupils 
through  diagnostic  testing  and  counseling.  Such  efforts  re- 
sult in  modifications  of  the  instructional  program  as  it  relates 
to  individual  children  and  their  needs  thus  determined. 

An  important  activity  employed  in  a  guidance  program 
is  counseling,  the  process  by  which  a  pupil  is  helped  by  con- 
ferences to  understand  himself  in  relation  to  his  developing 
and  changing  world.  Included  in  this  process  are  conferences 
with  teachers  and  parents  and  the  use  of  other  school  and 
communuity  resources.  Counseling  provides  professional 
assistance  for  each  individual  by  helping  him  to  be  more  ob- 
jective and  realistic  as  he  seeks  self-understanding  and  self- 
development.  Individual  counseling  helps  the  pupil  interpret 
and  relate  facts  about  himself,  school,  family,  friends,  his 
world,  and  to  apply  this  knowledge  in  solving  everyday  prob- 
lems and  to  learn  how  to  solve  problems  in  the  future. 

In  brief,  testing  (diagnostic  and  other) ,  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  counseling  and  conferences  with  teachers  and 
parents  can  more  effectively  bring  about  the  objectives  of 
education,  both  in  terms  of  a  program  and  a  process.  I 
strongly  recommend  that  Merrimack  further  implement  a 
comprehensive  program  by  adding  a  guidance  counselor  to 
its  elementary  instructional  staff. 
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As  referred  to  above,  growth  in  enrollment  has  continued 
unabated  and  space  has  not  been  available  to  properly  ac- 
commodate these  additional  pupils.  During  the  past  year, 
total  enrollment  has  grown  by  250  pupils.  Consequently,  the 
general  pupil-teacher  ratio  has  grown  to  alarming  propor- 
tions. Additional  teachers  are  urgently  needed.  It  is  well  to 
be  reminded  over  and  over  again  that  maintenance  of  high 
educational  standards  in  the  Merrimack  schools  is  dependent 
in  large  part  on  whether  or  not  instructional  groups  return 
to  plan  a  September  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  25  to  1.  Based  on 
the  current  growth  pattern,  that  ratio  will  approach  30  to  1 
by  November  or  December  of  1966.

The  new 
building  will  temporarily  provide  us  with  the  necessary  space 
to  accommodate  our  ever  growing  student  enrollment  and 
enable  us  to  expand  our  curriculum  to  more  adequately  meet 
the  needs  of  these  students.

Principal's  Report 

Fast  growth  and  the  related  problems  of  crowded  class- 
rooms, expenditures  for  additional  supplies,  textbooks,  and 
furniture  present  the  school  with  its  greatest  challenge  this 
year  and  evidence  indicates  next  year  will  bring  more  prob- 
lems. 23  classrooms  in  1964-65  grew  to  26  for  the  1965-66 
school  year.  Although  in  May  of  1965  there  were  658  pupils 
in  grades  1  through  6,  enrollment  grew  to  830  by  December 
of  the  same  year.  Because  there  were  two  sixth  grades  in  the 
old  grammar  school  there  was  no  other  space  available  for 
additional  classrooms  and  classroom  size  grew  from  a  plan- 
ned average  of  26  to  well  over  30  in  every  room.  Hardly  a 
week  goes  by  without  the  addition  of  a  few  new  students. 
It  is  noteworthy  that  we  have  reached  an  enrollment  total  of 
830  in  spite  of  having  19  pupils  transfer  to  other  school 
districts. 

No  relief  is  in  sight  for  next  year.  Enrollment  projection 
figures  indicate  that  all  classrooms  in  the  present  High  School 
building,  the  James  Mastricola  School  and  the  old  grammar 
school  will  be  needed.  If  growth  continues  at  its  present  rate 
it  is  entirely  possible  that  classrooms  in  addition  to  those 
presently  available  will  be  needed  by  the  opening  of  school 
in  September,  1966. 

Curriculum  improvement  continues  in  spite  of  the  fast 
pupil  growth.  The  Greater  Cleveland  Mathematics  Program 
is  now  in  effect  in  grade  six  thereby  completing  its  adoption  in 
all  the  elementary  grades.  Teachers  attended  a  mathematics 
workshop  in  September  to  brush  up  on  the  latest  techniques 
and  new  materials  were  purchased  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
changes  in  the  modern  program  made  during  the  last  school 
year.  For  the  first  time  third  grade  teachers  are  using  the 
American  Book  Company  reading  program  thereby  complet- 
ing its  adoption  in  all  the  primary  grades.  A  reading  workshop 
was  held  before  the  opening  of  school  and  all  teachers  attend- 
ed. The  American  Book  Company's  reading  specialist  spent 
two  days  in  the  school  teaching  reading  lessons  and  consult- 
ing with  teachers.  Third  grade  teachers  find  the  new  reading 
program  challenging  and  interesting.    They  feel  that  the 
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teacher  directions  are  more  explicit  than  the  former  reading 
program  and  that  there  is  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the 
pupils'  vocabularies.  A  new  science  series,  Today's  Basic 
Science,  recently  published  by  Harper  and  Row,  is  being  used 
for  the  first  time  in  all  grades. 

Mrs.  Ralph  Wood,  a  resident  of  Reed's  Ferry,  is  giving 
reading  in  the  first  and  second  grades  an  enthusiastic  boost 
through  her  voluntary  storytelling  services.  Mrs.  Wood,  a 
successful  author  of  children's  stories,  has  enriched  the 
curriculum  through  teaching  appreciation  of  good  literature 
and  increasing  the  pupils'  desire  to  read. 

Specialized  services  continue  in  spite  of  the  crowded 
conditions  and  lack  of  space.  In  addition  to  the  vocal  music 
program  conducted  by  Mrs.  Mary  Donnelly,  the  speech  cor- 
rection work  of  Mr.  David  Meltzer,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Hamblett's 
remedial  reading  classes;  Mr.  Norman  Brown,  the  Merrimack 
High  School  Guidance  Director,  has  administered  specialized 
tests  to  individuals  in  the  elementary  school  and  has  met  with 
their  parents  and  teachers  to  help  solve  their  special  prob- 
lems. Although  we  recognize  the  fact  that  a  comprehensive 
school  program  encompasses  special  classes  for  the  retarded, 
and  physical  education  instruction  as  well  as  art  instruction 
by  specially  trained  teachers,  we  fully  realize  that  these  pro- 
grams for  us  have  to  be  deferred  until  present  and  projected 
growth  needs  are  met.  They  are,  however,  a  necessary  part 
of  a  good  school  program,  and  until  we  have  the  space  to  meet 
these  needs,  teachers  continue  to  do  the  best  they  can  within 
their  own  rooms.

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GUIDANCE  REPORT 

Proof,  not  propaganda  that  a  highly  satisfactory  job  is 
being  done  to  the  degree  that  present  monies,  staff  and  facili- 
ties are  available: 

I  In  a  comparative  study  of  the  over-all  academic  achieve- 
ment of  pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  for  the  years  1963-64  and 
1964-65  as  measured  by  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test,  the 
following  was  learned: 

A.  Grade  7  of  1964-65  achieved  better  than  expected 

B.  Grade  8  of  1964-65  achieved  better  than  expected 

C.  Grade  8  of  1964-65  showed  more  improvement  than 
expected  than  did  Grade  7. 

D.  In  both  Grades  7  and  8  of  1964-65  the  greatest  im- 
provement in  achievement  was  reflected  in  math 

As  for  the  reasons  for  this  success  I  would  suggest  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  Smaller  classes 

A.  When  Grade  7  of  1964-65  entered  Junior  High  they 
were  taken  from  two  large  grade  6  classes  and  put 
into  three  smaller  grade  7  classes. 

B.  The  same  was  true  of  Grade  8  of  1964-65  as  they  came 
from  Grade  6. 

C.  Resulting  in  two  years  experience  of  smaller  classes 
for  Grade  8. 

Smaller  classes  mean  that  each  pupil  has  more  of  an 
opportunity  to  receive  individual  attention,  that  better  super- 
vision and  instruction  can  be  provided  for  all  concerned  at  a 
level  commensurate  with  the  pupil's  ability;  and  that  a 
teacher  is  in  a  better  position  to  understand  and  teach  for 
individual  differences. 

2.  Curriculum  change 

D.  With  the  "new"  or  ''modern"  math  program  in  the 
Junior  High  for  several  years  now,  more  pupils  are 
better  able  to  learn  the  concepts  and  applications  of 
mathematics  when  measured  by  traditional  stand- 
ards, 
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II  In  1961  the  State  Department  of  Education  conducted  a 
study  of  drop-outs  in  New  Hampshire.  As  was  reported  to 
you  in  the  1961  Annual  Report,  the  Merrimack  drop-out  rate 
for  the  years  1958-59,  1959-60  and  1960-61  was  5.7%.  Using 
the  same  period  of  school  months,  September  through  June, 
the  drop-out  rate  for  Merrimack  High  School  for  the  years 
1962-63,  1963-64  and  1964-65  was  3.8%.  This  represents  a 
decrease  in  drop-outs  of  approximately  1/3,  33%  less  than 
what  it  was. 

To  indicate  something  of  the  complexity  of  the  drop-out 
problem  there  is  evidence  suggesting  that  some  of  the  seeds 
were  planted  years  ago,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  regard 
the  problem  as  one  for  the  elementary  as  well  as  the  second- 
ary schools.  No  community  with  a  serious  sense  of  its  re- 
sponsibilities for  children  and  with  an  understanding  of  the 
schools'  purpose  and  function  will  deny  that  limitations  of  a 
school's  program  or  services  may  be  causes  of  pupils  drop- 
ping out.  Neither  can  any  responsible  and  interested  com- 
munity deny  that  there  are  contributing  factors  beyond  the 
school. 

Year  after  year  and  study  after  study  it  is  learned  that 
the  family  plays  the  most  significant  part  in  the  drop-out 
problem  and  that  the  family  attitude  towards  schooling  and 
community  support  of  its  educational  programs  and  services 
are  key  determinants. 

On  this  basis  therefore,  it  would  seem  that  recent  cur- 
riculum changes,  additional  staff,  and  expanded  services  con- 
tributed to  the  decreasing  percentage  of  drop-outs.  Let  us 
also  acknowledge  that  more  and  more  parents  are  cognizant 
of  the  need  for  children  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  educa- 
tional opportunity  provided  within  the  community,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  increased  number  of  conferences  held  last  year 
with  parents  as  well  as  students. 

III  In  the  1962  Annual  Report  it  was  reported  to  you  that 
"approximately  49%  of  last  year's  graduating  class  are  now 
in  post-secondary  school  full  time, . . .". 

For  the  graduating  classes  of  1962,  1963,  and  1964  an 
average  of  59%  were  accepted  for  enrollment  in  post-second- 
ary schools.

I  would  like  to  think  that  increased  opportunities  for 
high  school  students  to  meet  with  college  and  school  repre- 
sentatives; opportunities  to  hear  tapes  and  see  filmstrips  re- 
lating to  further  education;  that  trips  and  visits  to  schools, 
such  as  was  made  available  last  year  when  we  rented  a  bus 
for  interested  students  of  Grades  9-12  to  visit  the  Manchester 
Vocational  Institute  and  the  Concord  Technical  Institute;  in 
addition  to  the  increased  opportunities  for  educational-vo- 
cational counseling  played  a  significant  part  in  encouraging 
this  increase.  Let  us  not  forget  an  important  point  here. 

It  is  all  well  and  good  that  more  students  are  interested 
in  going  on  to  school  but  to  do  this  means  that  they  therefore 
must  earn  sufficient  marks  in  school  as  to  be  able  to  go  on.  It 
is  on  this  point  also  that  parents  have  become  more  aware 
and  are  taking  more  positive  steps  and  increased  interest  in 
their  children's  school  work. 

In  addition  to  Progress  Reports  and  Report  Cards  being 
sent  home  eight  times  a  year,  additional  steps  were  taken 
through  the  mail  to  help  parents  become  more  aware  of  their 
children's  progress,  not  to  mention  innumerable  telephone 
conversations. 

What  I  would  suggest  all  this  progress  means  is  that  the 
facilities,  programs  and  services  offered  through  your  school 
can  bring  significant  results  and  that  this  community  is  be- 
coming more  and  more  aware  that  the  monies  invested  in  our 
schools  return  a  profit  ten  times  the  original  cost. 

But  what  of  the  next  year  or  the  next  few  years?  What 
with  pupil  enrollment  increasing  at  our  high  rate  and  unless 
services  increase  at  a  corresponding  rate,  less  and  less  chil- 
dren will  profit.  Just  to  maintain  our  present  rate  of  progress 
will  require  additional  and  improved  staff  and  facilities.  What 
is  to  be  done  for  those  children  not  presently  receiving  anv 
such  guidance  or  counseling  service,  primarily  those  in 
graces  1-6?  It  is  to  this  point  I  would  like  to  direct  your  at- 
tention. 

Guidance  and  counseling  services  should  be  continuous, 
beginning  when  a  child  enters  school  and  following  him 
through  and  beyond  his  years  of  formal  education.  Guidance 
in  the  elementary  school  could  help  pupils  to  make  maximum 
use  of  their  abilities,  both  for  their  own  growth  and  their 
later  contribution  to  society.  This  involves  an  early  recogni- 
tion of  intellectual,  emotional,  social  and  physical  strengths 
and  weaknesses;  the  encouragment  of  special  talents;  the 
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prevention  of  conditions  which  impede  learning;  and  the  early 
use  of  available  resources  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  children. 

An  elementary  school  guidance  program  could  help 
identify  potential  drop-outs  and  by  fully  recognizing  their 
talents  encourage  the  development  of  an  effective  program 
for  retaining  these  pupils.  Earlier  identification  of  a  pupil's 
talents  and  abilities  with  subsequent  encouragement  for  ac- 
ademic challenge  could  cause  an  even  greater  number  of 
pupils  to  achieve  more  successfully  and  to  consider  further- 
ing their  education. 

It  is  common  knowedge  that  the  formative  years  are  the 
most  important  in  the  development  of  character,  learning, 
and  behavior.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  basic  objectives  of 
a  guidance  program  in  the  elementary  school  are: 

1.  Early  identification  of  each  child's  intellectual  and 
personal  characteristics. 

2.  Maximum  development  of  his  academic  and  creative 
growth. 

3.  Early  identification  and  provision  for  preventive  and 
corrective  action  on  any  learning  or  personality  prob- 
lem. 

It's  as  if  to  say,  'The  more  we  can  do  the  sooner,  the 
better.",  the  more  we  can  come  to  realize  the  potentialities 
of  our  children  while  they  are  young  and  in  the  early  stages  of 
growth  and  development  the  better  we  can  help  them  to  real- 
ize their  goals.

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SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
SCHOOL  BUS  REGULATIONS  FOR  SCHOOL  PUPILS 

1.  The  school  bus  driver  is  in  complete  charge  of  the  school 
bus  and  the  pupils  and  shall  have  the  same  authority  in 
maintaining  discipline  as  a  teacher  in  the  classroom 
under  the  supervision  of  the  school  board  and  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

2.  The  pupils  must  be  on  time  at  the  designated  bus  stops 
to  meet  the  school  bus.  Since  the  school  bus  is  operating 
on  a  schedule,  it  cannot  wait  at  any  bus  stop  for  children 
who  are  not  within  sight  of  the  stop  when  the  bus  ar- 
rives. 

3.  Any  unnecessary  talking  with  the  school  bus  operator  is 
prohibited. 

4.  While  ordinary  conversation  between  pupils  is  permit- 
ted, loud,  vulgar  and  other  improper  language  will  not 
be  tolerated. 

5.  Smoking  may  not  be  permitted  in  the  school  bus.  Waste 
paper  and  other  articles  may  not  be  thrown  on  the  floor 
or  out  the  windows  while  the  pupils  are  in  the  bus. 

6.  Pupils  are  not  permitted  to  get  on  or  off  the  bus  while  it 
is  in  motion.  The  center  aisle  shall  be  kept  free  at  all 
times. 

7.  Lunch  boxes,  books  and  any  other  bundles  carried  by 
the  pupils  shall  be  kept  on  their  seats  or  in  a  place  desig- 
nated by  the  school  bus  operator. 

8.  Pupils  shall  go  to  the  rear  of  the  bus  when  getting  on 
unless  assigned  to  a  seat  near  the  front  by  the  school  bus 
driver. 

9.  The  rear  emergency  door  shall  be  used  only  in  case  of 
emergency. 

10.  All  pupils  must  be  seated  in  the  bus  while  it  is  in  motion. 

11.  Any  violation  of  the  above  approved  rules  or  safety 
measures  made  by  the  school  board  will  be  reported  to 
the  school  authorities  who  can  forbid  the  offender  tem- 
porily  or  permanently  from  riding  on  the  school  bus. 
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MERRIMACK  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

PERTAINING  TO  USE  OF  SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

1.  The  principal  of  the  school  is  responsible  for  the  sched- 
ule of  the  use  of  any  school  facility. 

2.  No  school  facility  is  to  be  used  when  it  interferes  with 
the  educational  schedule  or  creates  a  hardship  on  school 
personnel. 

3.  The  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  school  property  is 
prohibited. 

4.  Smoking  will  be  permitted  in  restricted  areas,  namely 
the  Front  Lobby  and  lavatories  only. 

5.  Requests  for  use  of  facilities  are  to  be  acquired  from  the 
building  principal  and  stated  in  writing. 

6.  All  payments  for  the  rental  of  facilities  shall  be  payable 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Hudson,  N.  H. 

7.  All  payments  for  personnel  services  shall  be  made  di- 
rectly to  the  personnel  involved. 

8.  The  three  OUTSIDE  EXITS  in  the  Auditorium  shall  be 
used  in  case  of  emergency  only.  The  entrance  and  exit 
to  the  Auditorium  shall  be  through  the  main  lobby  only. 

9.  There  shall  be  no  decorations  of  any  kind  affixed  to  any 
permanent  part  of  the  Auditorium.  The  use  of  any  scen- 
ery or  props  on  the  stage  shall  be  first  approved  by  the 
school  board. 

10.  No  requests  will  be  considered  if  a  school  sponsored  or 
Town  government  activity  is  scheduled  during  the  same 
period  requested  by  an  organization. 

11.  Statement  that  the  organization  or  function  will  in  the 
event  of  damage  to  the  building  or  equipment,  reimburse 
the  school  District  within  a  30  day  period  from  the  date 
of  the  damage,  the  full  amount  of  the  cost  of  repairs  or 
replacement. 

12.  District  organizations  may  use  school  facilities  free  of 
rental  charge  provided  no  admission  is  charged  or  dona- 
tion requested. 

13.  When  admission  is  charged  or  donations  required  the 
following  rental  charges  will  prevail: 

A.  Use  of  auditorium,  $25.00 

B.  Use  of  auditorium  and  kitchen  $35.00 

C.  Use  of  single  classroom  $4.00 
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14.  Kitchen  facilities  may  be  used  only  during  the  presence 
of  an  approved  person  who  shall  be  reimbursed  at  the 
rate  of  $1.50  per  hour. 

15.  Custodial  service  shall  accompany  the  use  of  all  rented 
facilities  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  hour. 

16.  The  sponsoring  organization  will  make  arrangements 
for  a  Town  Policeman  and  a  School  Janitor  to  be  present 
at  their  activity. 

17.  When  a  single  classroom  is  used  by  a  non-profit  organi- 
zation the  school  board  may  request  a  maintenance  fee 
of  $2.00. 

18.  The  board  reserves  the  right  to  amend  any  of  these  state- 
ments, when  in  its  best  judgment,  it  serves  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  schools. 
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"NO  SCHOOL"  SIGNAL 

If  school  is  to  be  called  off  for  any  reason  there  will  be 
notice  read  over  stations  WOTW  and  WSMN  in  Nashua  and 
WFEA  in  Manchester  7: 30  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Because  of  the  required  180  days  of  school  brings  the 
closing  of  the  school  year  well  into  the  month  of  June,  it  is 
the  feeling  of  the  School  Board,  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
call  off  school  unless  it  is  impossible  for  the  busses  to  negoti- 
ate their  routes.  We  are  asking  all  parents  to  use  their  own 
discretion  sending  chidren  to  school  during  a  bad  storm.

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  School  Board  is  held 
at  the  James  Mastricola  School  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  each 
month  at  7: 30  P.M.  The  meeting  is  open  to  anyone  with  com- 
paints  or  suggestions  on  the  operation  of  our  school  sys- 
tem. The  only  way  that  the  School  Board  can  act  on  any 
situation  is  as  a  body. 


CLOSED  SCHOOL  YARD 

School  Street  adjacent  to  the  High  School  and  all  drive- 
ways leading  to  both  the  High  School  and  Mastricola  Elemen- 
tary School  are  closed  to  all  traffic  except  School  Busses  be- 
tween the  hours  of  8: 00  A.M.  to  9: 00  A.M.  and  2: 30  P.M.  to 
4: 00  P.M.  when  schools  are  in  session.
